Persecuted Tomin applies 
for entry into Britain 


Dr Julius Tomin,- die Czechoslovak, 
philosopher, lias filed n claim for 
permission to. leave tiip country 
witli l>is family, and coriie to Britain. 
He has applied for a five-year exit 
visa. 

Dr Tomin has run a series , of . 
. unofficial philosophy seminars in 
private- flats in Prague for ; the pasi 
three years — the longest . running 
series of open seminars ever held. 

In recent months Czech security 
police have repeatedly broken up 
the sehiinai 5. Dr To main and a 
number of hi.* students have been 
repeatedly' .detained and interro- 
gated by police .. and sume times 
violently assaulted.

philosophy and fellow of- St Hida’s 
College, Oxfoa-di who has organized 
a series of visits of leading western 


'academics to attend the seminars, 
•raid it hod now become impossible 
for Dr Toiniit.to continue writing 
and teaching in Czechoslovakia. 

Dr Wilkins is one.oE three Oxford* 
philosophers expelled from Czecho- 
slovakia for attending Dr Tamin'* 
seminars. Dr Tontin haS nevor been 
Charged with any offence and in 
the past police interrogators have 
repeatedly urged him to leave the 
country. 

, Dr Tomin is now keen to start 
helping his family. His wife Zdeim, 
who is a leading Charter 77. spoken 
mao, baa been 1 refused Jobs 'and 


bis elder son, Lucas, who is lfi, 
has been denied a place in second- 
ary school for three yc-.tfs in spite 
of repeated applications. 

Dr Tomin will face numerous 
Invitations to lecture if lie ariives 
in Britain. Bellini College, Oxford, 
has already invited him to give the 
Vaughan Memorial lectures. 

Meanwhile the Czech authorities 
have informed a United Nations 
committee that academics attend- 
ing Dr Tamili's seminars were 
expelled because they had pre- 
viously published material ,, pre- 
judicial to the interests inf the

We now want 
to make the events more accessible 
to working pe ople as wel I as 
students. 11

Aaronovitch sets his style with 
an attack on the knockers 


Mr David Aaronovitch began his 
term of office ns the 39th president 
of the National Union of Students 
Ills week with two statements that 
promise a very lively and varied 
style of leadership. He attacked the 
“blinkered and . knocking”, 
approach of the Government to 
students nnd, quite separately, out- 
lined plans to help students ‘‘dance 
the night away” at the end of the 
duy's political debate. 

Politicians and pundits are sap- 
ping the morale of students and 
causing them to ioso confidence 
and steady unrelenting pressure on 
the Government to re-nssess its 

E oiicies on higher education, are 
ound to be two major themes of 
Mr Aaronovitch's presidency. 

Ha attacked rhe Government for 
what appears a simplistic desire to 
gear education to short-term needs 
of industry, vtfilch could be a first 
step on the load to a philistine 
society. 

Already the number . of 18-yenr- 
olds entering higher education 
since 1972-73 nos fallen hv 12 per 
cent, and the numbers wilf continue 
to fall. If the. Government does, not 
change its tack, he skid. He quoted 
Oscar Wilde o nthe society “ that 


knows the price of everything and 
Llie value of nothing ”. 

“ Britain’s economic survival can 
only be guaranteed by more people 
going to universities' and colleges, 
not less. That’s why we wiint 
people to stop knocking students ”, 
he said. 

He repeated earlier warjiinp 
Hint students would not tolerate 
diminishing job prospects and 
constant falls in the value of the 
student grant for much longer. 
“Some will - fig-lit, some will 
emigrate, and some will 1 simply 
not bather with higher educatiofl 
at all. 11 

In a different light, Mr Anrorto- 
vtch, became the first president io 
double up as executive member 
responsible for NITS entertainments, 
though the advantages are apparent. 

Providing entertainment for the 
750 affiliated student unions hat 
become important business for Hie 
union.

DES examines the costs of 
egRcating 16-19 year olds 


Plans which could revolutionize 
local authorities’ methods of educa- 
tional provision for die 16 to 19 
age group are being examined .by 
the Department nf Education and 
Science this week. 

In a radical departure from Its 
normal procedure of response, the 
DES has sought submissions from 
10 organizations for work on pro- 
ducing a costing methodology de-. 
signed to help local authorities 
assess, in' their particular 'circum- 
stances, the relative costs of alter- 
native forms of Institutional drgani- 
zation involving full and part-tihih 
provision for 36 to 19-year-olds. 

Among the Organization^' 
approached to carry out the work, 
which is to be completed by next- 
April, - are Coombe Lodge Further

Sir Alec, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Vice-CUaiiceMors and 
Principals. • was speaking at the 
launch of the committee’s pamphlet, 
Research hi Universities, which 
highlights 25 major research pro- 
jects now being carried out at 
United Kingdom universities. 

The pamphlet is intended to re- 
veal the diversity of the work of 
universities and Sir Alec described 
it as “a .bird's eye view of how 
universities do their research **.

Professor 
Douglas asserts of the A/andc that 
" their thought was dominated more 
by suspicion thun ttust " and that 
for individual Azatule " they uud 
their kin were victims and their 
neighbours were aggressors But 
if I’his gives her readers the impres- 
sion that Azanda live in a constant 
state -of paranoia they muy be 
reassured ; according to Evans* 
Pritchard Azande ure 11 hospitable, 
good natured, and almost always 
cheerful and sociable ”. This seem- 
ing paradox is resolved when it Is 
realized that the Azunde's anxieties 
are “ situational " ; they only worry 
when things go wrong. 

Nuer worries take a different 
form: Independent-minded, aggres- 
sive und egalitarian, they are little 
concerned with mutual accusations 
of witchcraft. More important, to 
their way nf thinking, are the 
positive values of reciprocity und 
mutual support (not that we are to 
suppose that tile Avandc altogether 
dispensed with these). Nuer poli- 
tical order is based on a kind of 
balanced opposition between line- 
age segments, and there is no sort 
of centrul authority. No Nuer 
reckons another Ids superior ; and 
each holds himself as well as others 
" accountable ’’ in terms of shared 
group loyalties und oppositions. 
Ideas of pollution, sin and sacrifice, 
implying the idea of . offences 
against Ood rathor than 'against 
men, play in large part the exploits* 
jury role performed by witchcraft 
beliefs in Zande Ideology. But at a 
deeper level individual moral res- 
ponsibility is important in both cut. 
tures>; the witch's victim is likely to 
have given his attacker around for 
resentmetfc,' and an affliction sent 
by God Is usually a punishment for 
some Wrong committed. . . 

Rather curiously, Mary Douglas 
attempts to explain the socjpl effi- 
cacy inf the ** Internal audit system " 
which these ideas and interactions 
imply (nt least so. far ns the NUec 
are concerned) by the use, of Nor* 
beft Wiener’s cybernotic modal, for 
which there was something of a 
vogue among social scientists.

Mary Douglas remarks that it is 
port of the “ extraordinary attrac- 
tion " nf the Nuer that among them 
"whatever political principles exist 
are maintained entirely in their 
minds ”, and that ’’ the feedback of 
the political system works within 
the system of thought* 1 . One secs 
what is meant ; Nuer manage with- 
out the material emblems of a poli- 
tical order ; courthouses, public 
works, and so on. But any system 
of social sanctions must work 
“ within the system of thought " : 
for to say that a sanction “ works ” 
is to say that people's idea of the 
likely consequences of breaching it 
effectively conditions their be- 
haviour. 

She Is particularly interesting on 
the psychological Implications of 
Jivnns-Prltchard's work — another of 
the main themes uf her study. Work 
in psychology !)hs not usiitifly been 
taken to have been of very much 
account in his intellectual develop- 
ment, partly perhaps because in his 
major monographs he makes little 
reference to psychological writings. 
But ns Professor Douglas well brings 
out, onrly in ids career, mid 
especially in his Cairo essays 
referred to above, he was in fact 
much concerned not only with L 6 vy- 
Bruhl’s ideas about “primitive men- 
tality ”, but also with the basically 
*’ neurological ” approaches of suen 
British psychologists us Sherrington 
und Bartlett. ' 

These interests of Evnnx-Prit- 
chard's foreshadowed bis Inter con- 
cern with knowing and remember- 
ing, themes especially, though ug.-in 
largely implioitly, developed in The. 
Nuer. The topic is complicated (as 
is Professor .Douglas's ox posh inn of 
it), bur, briefly, tvhut Evans- 
Priicliurd did was to show how 
Nuer themselves conceptualize their 
own society, and act our these repre- 
sentations in “their daily life. Essen-, 
lial to their ideology is the selective 
remembering (and forgetting) of' 
past oclal events and relationships. 
These events and relationships are 
theinr elves thought of in terms nf 
transfers, on. innumerable socially 
prescribed occasions atjd iii accord- 
ance wil b accepted rules, of Nuers’ 
most valued possessions. cartlo.,The 
word “ selective " is crucial. Of 
course it is not only the Nuer who 
think of " now ” In ' terms . of 
then ’, and forger, or revise, snnie 
aspects of the past to fit rite pre- 
sent^ Bur rite pro eosn had never 
previously been charted in the con- 
text of a segmentary society. As 
Mary Douglas puts it, " the people 
whose time experience is posited as 
being structured by their social ex- 
perience hi'jst be credited with an 
active role in the analysis”. Nuer 
dn _ Continually redraw their own 
social system, remodelling tbolr 
genealogies, for example, to fit 'cur- 
rent relationships. Tills lino of 
thought has been fifthor developed 
bv some ol Evans-Prilc hard’s suc- 
cessors.

In 
this book Professor Okin makes the 
focus of attention ihe female figure 
who existed us n blur un the edge 
uf the philosophers' field of vision. 

Political theorists build their 
systems on a conception of human 
nut ure ; but, she argues, nature is 
defined differently far men and for 
women. To determine man's muuro 
the plillo9nnlters asked 11 What can 
man do ? a ; hut tci rii-icrniina 
woman's mituru they asked merely 
" What is woman for ? ’’ The 
"nature" nf woman in llie.io 
theories is a prescriptive and 
descriptive cmihttuci of what 
woman doos and ought to do In 
locioly. Theories of woman's 
“ nature” like theories nf women's 
rights and sexual morality, are 
primarily a function of the philo- 
sophers’ views on the family, she 
claims. if the family Is conceived 
of as “ natural ** or * essential " tn 
society, then it becomes woman's 
" naturo " to fulfil the reproductive 
nnd nurturing roles required in it. 
Where the family Is dispensed with, 
woman la no longer defined in 
terms of hor role in it and Ls 
treated as man's equnl. 

Thero is much to criticize in 
Okki’rt book : but this is beenuse it 
is a rich nnd suggestive attempt tn 
explore a relatively uncharted field. 
Okin takes four philosophers as 


case studies, and concludes by draw- 
ing parallels with functionalist 
thought about women in contem- 
porary psychology, sociology and 
(mainly American) law. Of the four 
philosophers Rousseau is thought 
to merit four chapters, Pluto three, 
Aristotle one, and .1. S. Mill merely 
a half (by the lime precursors and 
Influences hive been nodded to). 

Okin successfully uses her thesis 
about the fopiily to reconcile the 
apparant contradictions between 
the feminism' 1 of Pinto’s Republic 
and the conservatism of his Inter 
Linos. In Republic women's nature 
and rights are defined in terms of 
their function as guardians in the 
Ideal city where the family has 
been ubolished ; in Lmvs they are 
defined by reference tn the second- 
best city where the family has been 
retained. Okin's thesis also lllumi- 
nvtos Aristotle’s treatment of 
women. Whereas Aristotle’s woman 
has been seen as simply an imper- 
fect innn, Okin Ofiiphu sizes his com- 
pletely different ircutmcni of man 
nnd woman — her nature is defined 
in terms of tho servicing of males 
In the family. The chapters on the 
Greeks are enlivened by remarks 
oil the anti-woman bios of recent 
Platonic and Aristoteleun scholar- 
ship and by discussion of the family 
in ancient Greece. 

The chapters on Rousseau are 
stimulating but less incisive. Okin 
has been seduced by his paradoxi- 
cality into a too textual (and rather 
repetitive) consideration of his doc- 
trines. The lack of information on 
the difference between the contem- 
porary and eighteenth-century 
family leaves an exaggerated im- 

e ression of the extent to' which 
ousseau supported the status quo 
his remarks oh* the " natural*' 
woman and her role in breast-feed- 
ing and housework' ore addressed to 
the eighteenth-century aristocratic 
women who performed none of these 
fund ions. More serinusly, Okin fails 
to show that attitude to the f:unily 
is the key to Rousseau's stridently 
chauvinistic remarks on women.

In general, however, 
Mill is seen to transcend functional- 
ism: he maintains both a radical 
position on the question of women's 
rights end a conservative position 
on the family and' woman’s support- 
ive and unpaid role within it. Okin 
sees these two stances as incon- 
sistent, and It is thus Plato (rather 
rti-an Mill) who emerges as the hero 
of this study. To my mind Okin is 
loo kind to Plato, Republic may be 
“ the only place in political philo- 
sophy where women are' already in- 
cluded on the snnto terms as men " 
“Although Okin’s selection of phi la-, 
sopitdcal case-studies is far loo selec- 
tive to substantiate this conclusion 
—but Plato treats men and women 
os equals only in so far as both ore 
defined functionally in terms of 
their roles in the city. Ultima tel v 
Okin seems, to object less to func- 
tionalism in general titan to the 
assumption that family roles define 
women’s nature. 

, The concluding chapters on func- 
tionalism In contemporary thought 
are readable and interestingly con- 
troversial ; but they are also 
sketchy and neither purticu'lariy 
original nor compeHinft in argu- 
ment. The choice of Erik Hriksou 
and. T&lcott Parsons n« “ this cen- 
tury’s Rousseau” end " the modern 
Aristotle " seems arbitrary in the 
extromc, and highlights (he .general 
problem ooricernink the rationale 
behind the choice of case studies 
that dogs the book from rhe intro- 
duction on. A follow-up on the nnri- 
womali bias of contemporary politi- 
cal theory, so ably begun in the 
chapters on the Greeks, would have 
seemed a more fitting end to this 
book. The final chapters dq not live 
up to the promise of the beginning. 
Nevertheless, as nne of the first ex- 
tended treatments of women In poli- 
tical theory, this well-written and 
valuable book deserves to succeed.

Few women have attracted as many 
myths as Evita Perdn. The earliest 
and simplest, dating from the rise 
of Peronjsm In 1945, was the oppo- 
sition myth of Evita the !Tart. In 
this site was a figure of.fun.’a .talent- 
less showgirl who used sex' to inure 
Per6n, and heir subsequent position 
to grab all that was going. Its sim- 
plicity and materialism reflected the 
feet -that at this point rhe real threat 
seemed .to come from Perdu and his 
union backers. Ridiculing Evita was 
just another .way of belittling her 
husband during a tense election and 
in the uncertain months that fol- 
lowed his victory. 

But it was not long before Evita 
began to be seen as a thveat in her 
own right and Evita the Turt hard- 
ened into Evita the Whore. Her 
growing power was now put down 
to an In tense sexua l magnetism, nnd 
no longer to iluck or rhe derivut-ive 
power she enjoyed as First Lady. 
Evita die Whore was also given move 
complex motives nnd her love of 
display was no longer attributed to a 
naive and vulgar greed. To the haute 
bourgeois of, Buenos Aires (whoso 
myth this was) every case of excess 
was a oaiculated rejection of their 
tradition of restraint. It was also, 
nnd moa’e dangerously, the menus by 
which they believed she was able to 
captivate the Peroivist masses. 

In the final stage her power had 
grown to the point where sexuality 
and motives were different again. 
Now she was Evita the Macho, an 
asexual batch goddess whose power 
centc from hqr relentless am nit ion 
and from the ruthlessness nnd guile 
with which she intrigued in the 
In net; circle. Increasingly, It seemed 
that it was Evita rather than Perdu 
who lay behind .the .stridency and 
Intransigence of the regime. To 
antt-Peronists the reasons were 
clear. Driven by memories of the 
poverty and prostitution of her 
youth, her megalomania ted bv mass 
adulation, Evim was now determined 
on the e-hmauation of the traditional, 
oligarchy that had . for so long 
dominated politics nnd society. 

Peroiviet myths about her are 
simpler but parallel those of the 
opposition. At first she whs an en- 
tirely secondary figure. Young, 
beautiful and spon-tanenlis she gave 
style and charm to the regime but 
her popularity was seen as deriva- 
tive.

llie style is ponderous and 
patronizing, and I thought the 
explanations and proofs were long- 
winded and devoid of physical moti- 
vation. This, together with a con- 
voluted notation and extreme 
■repetitiveness will, hot appeal to 
moat undergraduates (to whom, 
despite the publisher's claim for a 
much widet audience, the book is 
addressed). Tlipre are few errors, 
though .the author writes “ bar yen " 
when he means "nucleon", and 
uses the obsolete 0 — 16 mass scale. 
C.g.s. units ore used, and many of 
the quoted numerical results of 
nio 4 ol . calculations (particularly of 
the -Sun's interior) have now been 
superseded. There are many verbal 
infelicities: thus, “genial" is not 
an . acceptable adjectival form of 
" genius 1 ', nor. does the verb 


" assimilate " mean "to approxim- 
ate This is not tiie goad intro- 
ductory text O 11 astrophysics M 
urgently needed. 

The story of the origin of chemi- 
cal elements is a fascinating one, 
lull of interesting physics set 
against various astronomical buck- 
grounds. Auilimze and Vane lair's 
attempt to tell this story, at a des- 
criptive level, Is well-intent inned. 
Regrettably, so egregious ere the 
errors and misprints in their text 
that llie serious student .should be 
warned against it. Even die casual 
reader will be irritated by tlie obvi- 
ous mistakes. A catalogue would 
hr wearisome but it is worth point- 
ing out liuw bad the diugrams are. 
This is inexcusable, especially as 
many fiisr appeared (drawn cor- 
rect fv) in oilier publications. Mis- 
takes mi grupliK, such ns incorrect 
or iilis.sjng numerical mmIcs, and 
ii'Jiwpnsitioii of la be lx, arc particu- 
larly misleading. 

The tniiislniiim is nor only in- 
elegant hui often inrnrrvci, us in 
tile use of “ remnant " to describe 
a supernova's rusitlii.il stellar core. 
(Biter errors arc more substantive: 
niuuiiir neutrinos are not produced 
in fusion reactions (page fiSt; 
rheniimi-187 decays to osmium- 187, 
nut vice-vcr.su (page I IS 1 ; and 
iiuny mure. Of simple misprints 
1 counted about one per page. 

Prof us* nr Ginzburg's rcumatinn is 
.secure, and his book will enliuiicc 
it. The awkward title disguises u 
collection of essays on elecim- 
dynnniics, mainly emission and 
absorption processes in m:diu. An 
empliusis 011 plasmas allows the 
author to indulge bis interest in 
astruphysical applications. 

The book is soundly structured. 
A dm p ter on the Hamilton iau for- 
mulation expounds an approach 
used throughout ; the treatment is' 
generally classical but the author 
stresses the ease of quantization in 
this formulation, and adopts quan- 
tum language wherever it seems 
appropriate. The next four chapters, 
discuss radiative . effects due to 
charges in roc no, including n help- 
ful discussion fusing the device of 
a contoving reference frame) of the 
apparent paradoxes of energy con- 
servation associated with a uni- 
formly accelerated charge. Here, 
as elsewhere, be -elucidates mis- 
concent ions in the work of others, 
but his chiding is always getule 
and Informative. 

These sections provide the back- 
ground far nine chanters on radia- 
tion in media. Topics include 
radiative transfer (a standard treat- 
ment) ; Cerenkov and transition 
radiation ; rite effects of spatial dia 
Persian, exemplified bv a discussion 
of crystal optics j plasma physics, 
whh' some stress on ionospheric 


applications ; and scattering by 
various kinds of inhomogeneities. 
T-liis last topic is preceded by a 
rather self-contained discussion of 
fluctuations, including the deriva- 
tion and applications o-f Nyqulst's 
ttieurcm. As if to justify the tide, 
die book ends with three avowedly 
astro physical chapters. Only that 
on X-ray astro-no my really succeeds, 
perhaps because those on cusinic- 
ray mid gamina-ray astronomy rely 
too much oil out-of-date obsurvo- 
tinnal dara. 

To indicate the book’s flavour T 
mention just throe problems wltidi 
Ginzburg addresses ; these are the 
anomalous Doppler effect, rhe exist- 
ence of superhimiiml radiation 
sources, and rile electromagnetic 
cnergy-niunicntuiii tensor (a review 
Af the Abi'nlinm-Minkowski contro- 
versy). All tJirce get scant atten- 
tion in conventional texts. Gin* 
burg’s treatment is pleasingly phy- 
sical, touched by the passion which 
niiikcs him such a pleasure to read, 
there are many gems here, such 
as a discussion oF systems which 
may, in appropriate ei re urns unices, 
siniiiltmieously emit a quantum oF 
radiation while undergoing a corra 
spudding upward (not downwind) 
energy transition. No less stimulat- 
ed is the survey of mechanisms by 
which radiation sources may move 
faster Ilian light. It surprised und 
entertained me to learn that Snell’s 
laws simply express the conditions 
tor Cerenkov radiutinn front such a 
auperliimina! source I 

These results ore dot new but are 
gathered ' together here from 
sources which are often obscure 
to tlie Western leader. Fout 
of the chapters (VII to X) are 
1,1 «ct essentially reprints ni 
published articles. The notation 
is reasonably uniform, and follows 
Closely that of Landau and Lifshitz, 
olthouglt a certain repetitiveness in 
die original lectures could have 
been removed. The references are 
dominated by Soviet work and one 
wishes that Professor ter Haar 
(whose sensitive translation en- 
hances the text and contrasts 
strongly with the unacceptably 
broken English of the two works 
renewed above) could have recti- 
fied this rather more than he has 
chosen to. Overall, however, this 
book is an excellent basis for grad- 
uate seminars in theoretical phy- 
sics. I doubt whether astronomers 
will derive much practical benefit 
from it. but its elegance and broad 
sweep commend k to ell physicists.

So important is thin 
considered in the United SlRtes nf 
America tlini medicine Is entirely 
a postgraduate subject drawing its 
recruits in the main from the very 
best science graduates in the land- 
London trains 1.20(1, dnetnrs 
annually nf which only those at 
King'd College anti University 
College— 20 per cent of thu total— 
have the opportunity of a multi* 
faculty education and the rest arc 
incarcerated in hnspitals front the 
mo me m they leave school. Flowers 
proposes to purpetuute and extend 
rhis *' umler-the-shap ” farm of 
medical education and plans to 
Incute from the start up in 90 per 
cent of the annual intake in 
hospitals where they will be 
divorced from rhe main streams of 
university life. Many of us consider 


is almost unbelievable m a time 
when biological science is moving 
ahead faster than ever before that 
such a course can be advocated by 
a committee of otherwise well- 
informed men. 

It is hardly surprising therefore 
thut basic medical scientists such 
as ourselves, who are deeply con- 
cerned to see medical students 
properly grounded in science, view 
these proposals not as a step for- 
ward but as a retrenchment of an 
already unacceptable position. The 
argument is nnt nhout size nf unit — 
even rliuiig Ii there is evidence front 
the resi of Urituiil, from the United 
States and front Paris which re- 
cunLly remodelled Its medical 
school on Londnn — that die size 
of medical schools in London is 
1 uboilL l ight ; nor about casts be- 
cause Flowers proposals are un- 
coiled ; hut nhout hnw doctors 
■ should _ he educated and trained. 
There is n<i doubt in our minds 
that Flowers has got it wrong, 

Nat only lias Flowers got it wrong, 
he has allowed himself to be influ- 
enced far too much by the views nf 
the General Medical Council who 
would be the first to admit ihaL 
their interest is solely professional 
and that it should be' for a univer- 
sity to decide huw best to provide 
tho right environment in which to 
educate our future doctors. 

So what is to be done ? Ynur 
editorial quite rightly asks for con- 
structive alternatives. The prob- 
lem, of course, is that we have nut 
been told the magnitude nf the 
financial problem — If it exists — nml 
we are constantly cold thut Loudon 
is running out nf pntieiits : a claim 
that is not supported by the kind of 
hard data on which to base far- 
i caching decisions. Nevertheless, a 
good starting point would seem to

ment of the academic excellence and 
cosi-eft'ectiveiiewj of endi of Lon- 
don's medical schools < something 
Flowers failed to do). This mfoi- 
liiu L i mi is tabulated below. 

The table provides quantitative 
dntu in support of educating medical 
students in a multi-faculty environ- 
ment. It also suggests that sharing 
facilities with science students may 
lower u»t costs. If financial cir- 
cumstances dictate that schools 
should be axed, the obvious piece to 
start is the academically weak and 
the least cost-effective. 

The difficult problem is bow to 
overcome the isolation of the hospi- 
tal-based medical schools from the 
rest of the university. Tins cannot 
be achieved overnight and the uni- 
versity must agree a long-term phut 
that can be implemented as money 
hccontes available. From what we 
have said already it must be cleur 
titai we favour providing the neces- 
sary facilities for medical students 
to spend two or three years study- 
ing basic medical science in _ rho 
multi-faculty colleges of the univer- 
sity- 

If each multi-faculty college were 
coupled with a loose federation of 
tcnchiug hospitals sharing expensive 
facilities, we suspect that many of 
the problems of medical education 
in London could and would be 
solved. Contrary to what your edi- 
torial implied, mid despite all the 
arguments, the quality of medical 
education in L^idon is extremely 
high and we have no doubt that 
our students still rank amongst the 
best.
